COURT ACTION IS 
HELD UNLIKELY 


Armour Co, Officials Said) 
to Expect Immunity. 


Officials of the Armour Grain com- 
pany were reported to be viewing with 
complacency the investigation started 
yesterday by the Board of Trade reia- 
tive to charges of fraud growing out 
of the crash of the grain marketing 
company. 

The officials feel confident there wilt! 
be no criminal prosecution, according 
to Board of Trade comment. Although 
Edward E. Brown, arbitrator in the 


| diapute between the Armour and the 
Rosenbaum Grain companies, found 
that several high officials of the 
Armour company had deliberately fal- 
sified records and switched grain sam- 
ples, thereby cheating the marketing 
company out of nearly $3,000,000, it 
is said they are confident they will 
never face trial in the criminal courts. 

Cite Limitations Statutes. | 

The statutes of limitation prevent 
punishment for conspiracy to defraud 
if the prosecution is not begun within 
eighteen months after the last overt 
act of the conspiracy. Therefore, 
those named in the hearing before 
Arbitrator Brown as responsible for 
that huge piece of cheating believe 
they will go unpunished, according to 
other Board of Trade men. 

The Grain Marketing company be. 
came a failure in July of 1925. Sev- 
eral days ago Arbitrator Brown found 
the reason for its failure was that the 
Armour Grain company had unloaded 
several million bushels of low grade 
wheat on to the marketing company.

Charge of Five Cents to 
Chicago Demanded. 


Industrial and civic leaders from a 
half-score of towns and villages which 
encircle the outer of Chicago 
yesterday laurched a determined move 
to bring about a cut in telephone 


rates between their homes and offices 
and the city. The present minimum. 
rate to the city from the towns af- 
fected is 10 cents. It is proposed to 
win a cut to 5 cents. | 

As a climax to the drive for “ rea- 
sonable” phone rates, a big mass- 
meeting is to be held at Berwyn, 
where the campaign was initiated, on 
Monday night, March 28. 

Among towns reported already ac 
tive in the drive are Evanston, Oak 
Park, Berwyn, Cicero, and Chicago 
Heights. Officials of those towns, as 
well as leaders in various organiza- 
tions, such as the Lions, Rotary, and 
Kiwanis clubs, and the Optimists, 
Bankers’ ahd Realtors’ associations, 

Other villages preparing to join 
the dive are Maywood and Floss- 
moor, which are also within the 10 
cent rate radius, it was reported. 

A council to carry on the fight, sim- 
ilar to the Illinois Municipa] league, 
will be organized at the massmeeti 
ing. Members of the Berwyn cham- 
ber of commerce are given the credit 
for originating the move. Counsel 
Oo: this trade body are reported to 
have mapped out definite plans for 
presenting arguments in favor of the 
proposed rate cut before the Illinois 
Commerce commission, which fixes 
the rates public utilities may charge.

An intensive drive to arouse public 
sentiment throughout the state in 
favor of passing as quickly as possi- 
ble the bills providing for women serve .

' In the “ Annual Report of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, 1925” there are

an article, and its illustrations, which 
has the title, ‘‘ The Potato of Romance 
and of Reality,” by William E. Saf- 
ford. Anybody interested in food his- 
tory is bound to love this and delight 
in the great and romantic names con- 
nected with the history of the potato, 
though the story of Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh’s introduction of it into his farm 
in Ireland—near Cork—is said to be a 
myth and Sir Francis Drake, the most 
glorious of all pirates, also has the 
credit taken from him which he got 
from those who transferred credit from 
Sir Walter to him. It seems that Queen 
Elizabeth dined with him once on his 
ship, Pelican, “but that there is no 
regord that ae appeared on the 
bill of fare.” 

Mr. Safford, in the fourth point of 
his summary, has this: “It was car- 
ried to Europe from South America 
by the Spaniards soon after 1580, 
thence to Italy, and in 1588 reached 
Charlies ]’Ecluse, keeper of the botan- 
ical garden of Vienna.
